Prunes Now Packed in Many Way s 
S 


H E story of the rise oi the erst­ 
while hu mble prune to one of 
today 's cho cest fruits has for its 
climax that tu rning point in its career 
when it was first grown in 
the United 
States. 
Until as recently as 1S9 0 al­ 
most the entire su pply of pru nes was 
imported from Eu rope. 
Today , we 
not only su pply ou r own pru ne needs 
but those of Eu rope as well. 
Today , when pru nes are serv ed as 
a delicacy , as well as a staple, and 
are a recognized health food, they can 
bi bou ght in a v ariety of forms. 
Canned 
pru nes 
are 
now 
av ailable 
pack ed in ju ice or dry -pack ed, and 
there are also pru nes in cardboard 
pack ages. 
The canned produ ct ranges from 
small “indiv idu al” siz? cans holding 
eight or nine pru nes u p to the gallon 
size. 
The cans of dry pack ed pru nes 
come in three sizes: one pou nd, one 
pou nd twelv e ou nces, and fiv e pou nds. 
These are not stewed pru nes, bu t as 
the name implies, dried pru nes pack ed 
hi tins to retain the flav or. Slow, dry 
cook ing u nder a special v acu u m pro- 


cess makes them moist and tender. 
Pru nes cann d in ju ice are perhaps 
the most deliciou s that can be ob­ 
tained. 
They , t o, are selected fru it, 
cook ed to a degree which has made 
them tender bu t y et Arm, and the 
rich ju ice adds greatly to their flav or. 
The American pru ne, raised in Cali­ 
fornia and the Pacific states, is a 
direct 
descendant 
of 
the 
famou s 
French 
“pru ne 
d’agen” 
which 
a 
Frenchman planted in his fru it gar­ 
den in the Santa Clara v alley in 1856 . 
The Santa Clara v alley remains the 
greatest pru ne-produ cing district and 
the “pru ne d’ageu ” is still su preme— 
famou s for its aromatic flav or, high 
su gar content, dense tex tu re and small 
stone. 
The nu tritiv e v alu e of* pru nes is 
well k nown. 
For generations people 
hav e eaten pru nes for their health­ 
fu l 
properties, 
ev en 
before 
the 
choicer pru nes were obtainable. 
They 
contain a 
large 
content 
of 
easily 
digested su gar which su pplies bodily 
energy v ery q u ick ly . 
The rou ghage 
fu rnished by the sk ins and the tart 
ju ices act as a lax ativ e. 
Prune a nd Co tta g e Cheese Sa la d 


is made by stoning contents ci a can 
of dry -pack ed pru nes. 
Cu t them in 
halv es; season 
cottage 
cheese 
and 
form in fiat cak es. 
Place fou r halv es 
of pru nes on each and serv e on lettu ce 
leav es with French dressing. 
With cold meats, 
Sp a ced Prunes 
are an appetizing addition. Bring one- 
half cu p each of su gar and v inegar 
iand c ne teaspoon each of cinnamon 
and clov es to the boiling point. Add a 
mediu m can of dry -pack ed pru nes and 
boil gently for fifteen minu tes. 
Prune a nd Rice Lo a f with Cheese 
S a u ce will be fou nd ex cellent. 
Boil 
half a cu p of rice, drain and reserv e 
the stock . 
Stone and chop one-pou nd 
can of dry -pack ed pru nes and add to 
rice with one cu p of chopped nu ts, 
one egg well beaten, one and one- 
half teaspoons salt, and onc-eighth 
teaspoon pepper. 
Pou r into a greased 
loaf pan and bak e thirty minu tes in 
moderate ov en. 
For cheese sau ce, 
add one-half cu p of grated cheese to 
one cu p of thin white sau ce in which 
one cu p of rice has been u sed for the 
liq u id. 
After adding 
cheese, 
beat 
u ntil it is melted and serv e immed­ 
iately . 


What Shall We Hav e For Dessert? 
D 


ESSER TS are not a burden if 
they are prepared well in ad­ 
vance. 
If they are made early 
in the day or even the day before, 
the housewife may g o out shopping . 
o r may take tea with a friend, with­ 
out worrying about her dinner. 
Some desserts are much better for 
having been made the day before, for 
Instance this crème brouillé. 
It is 
made by bring ing to a boil two cups 
of evaporated milk, taking it off the 
flame and stirring into it four eg g s, 
three tablespoons sug ar and a pinch 
of salt, all of which have been beaten 
thoroug hly tog ether. 
Place in double 
boiler and continue stirring five min­ 
utes. 
Pour into pudding dish to cool. 
Top with 
either 
brown 
sug ar or 
drained canned fruit mixed with pow­ 
dered sug ar. 
Arrang ements for pineapple-marsh- 
mallow fruit cup must be made early 
in the morning . 
Cut into halves one 
pound of marshmallows and let soak 
all day in the juice of crushed pine­ 
apple. 
At dinner-time add the pine­ 
apple, put into sherbet g lasses and 
top with whipped cream. 
Chestnuts, served so often and var­ 
iously on the “ continenV’ are rather 
neg lected in America, thoug h they are 
delicious either in the stuffing of 
fowl or in desserts, and may be pur­ 
chased in any sizable city at reason­ 
able prices. 
This chestnut purée is 
extremely g ood and is unusual enoug h 
to have for a special company dessert, 
ÿ oü two pounds of chestnuts, peel, 


masn, add sug ar, vanilla, and enoug h 
evaporated milk to bind the mixture 
tog ether. 
Put on individual plates in 
mounds; g arnish with whipped i*eam 
slices of canned pear, and lady fin­ 
g ers. 
Any kind of fruit spong e proves 
a popular dessert, the following , made 
with cherries, particularly so. 
Heat 
a can of cherries and strain off the 
juice. 
Soak one table>poon g elatine 
in a little water and add to the hot 
juice. 
Chill. 
When it beg ins to 
harden, beat it and add the whites 
of two or three well-beaten eg g s. 
Pour into a mold with alternate lay ­ 
ers of cherries. 
Chill. 
Turn out and 
g arnish with whipped cream to which 
sug ar and vanilla have been added. 
Cocoanut blanc mang e is nice made 
in individual portions. 
Stir three 
tablespoons cornstarch in a little milk 
and cook in two cups of milk. 
Add 
one-half cup of sug ar and three beat­ 
en eg g s, then a cup of canned cocoa- 
nut, a pinch of salt and a tablespoon 
of vanilla. 
Pour into cups, cool, and 
set in the refrig erator. 
Use the re­ 
mainder of the cocoanut as a g arnish, 
along with little mounds of raspberry 
or apple jelly. 
The canned cocoanut 
is so moist and fresh that it is de­ 
licious in this blanc mang e. 
A very simple cold dessert that may 
be made before it is required, is black­ 
berry mash. 
Bring a can of black­ 
berries to a boil and sift in one-half 
cup sug ar and one-quarter cup flour, 
stirring all the time. 
Pour into a 
mould, chill and serve with cream. 


Any of the canned small fruits may 
be used thus. 
Hot pudding s are better used when 
the first part of the meal is very lig ht 
or takes little work to prepare. Peach 
cake tastes g ood cold, but it is am­ 
brosia itself when hot 
Make it by 
adding extra butter and sug ar to any 
ood muffin batter. 
Spread on a shal­ 
low g rea ed pan, and press into it 
thick slices of canned peaches, dusted 
with powdered sug ar and cinnamon. 
Sprinkle with g round nut meats and 
bake in a moderate oven. 


This steame 1 blueberry pudding may 
be cooked in advance and reheated 
when required: Sift tog ether one and 
ne-half cups flour, two teaspoons bak­ 
ing -powder, or.e-hplf 
tcasooon 
salt, 
one-quarter cup sug ar. 
Add three 
tablespoons melted butter, be ;ting it 
in thoroug hly ; then add twro cups of 
earned blueberries frcm which the 
uice has been drained, and one-quarter 
cup milk. 
Serve with this a foamy 
sauce made by cooking tog ether one 
cup brown sug ar, two tablespoons 
water, and one tablespoon butter, then 
taking off t’ e flame and bearing into 
it a beaten eg g . 


Sl,op once a week and keep the 
supply shelf stocked with ing redients 
needed for these des erts, so that any 
one of them may be made at any time. 
There should always be some cans of 
mixed fruits for salads, white cher­ 
ries, sour red cherries, moist cocoanut, 
dry shredded cocoanut peaches, apri­ 
cots, blackberries and blueberries.

Siberia 
Holds Record 
W ith 
9 0.4 Deg rees B e low . 


Washing ton. — Days 
are 
coming 
when we shall enjoy just thinking of 
the coldest spot on earth. That imag ­ 
inary comfort may be enhanced by a 
knowledg e of the exact time and loca­ 
tion of the coldest known tempera­ 
ture. Verkhoyansk, Siberia, just with­ 
in the Arctic circle, experienced 9 0.4 
deg rees 
below 
zero 
Fahrenheit on 
J anuary 15, 1S85. 
It was unofficially 
reported that this same place recently 
broke the above record with 9 7 .G de­ 
g rees below. 
However, do not start for Verkhoy­ 
ansk for your vacation, for the tem­ 
perature rises to 8 0 deg rees during 
the two-month summer. 
Miles City, 
Mont., holds the low record for the 
United States with 05 deg rees below. 
It may help the fellow who must en­ 
joy The sea breeze of an electric fan 
to know of a hotter spot than his own 
chair. The Italian meteorolog ical sta­ 
tion of Azizla reg istered 130.4 deg rees 
Fahrenheit in the shade on September 
13, 19 22. 
Azizla Is in the semi-desert 
plain of J efara, northern Africa. The 
mean annual temperature for this re­ 
g ion Is 7 0.8 deg rees. 
Before Azizia established her hot­ 
test day California’s similar arid in­ 
land plain held the world’s record 
with 134 deg rees in the shade. 
This 
was at Greenlarfe ranch on the edg e 
of Death valley, where the thermome­ 
ter g oes hig her than 120 deg rees every 
summer. 
Officials at the weather bu­ 
reau question Azizia’s record because 
the conditions under which the 130.4 
deg rees were obtained were not cer­ 
tainly proper. 
However, this may be 
the American desire for big g er and 
better climate, as Prof. Filippo Eredia 
saw the establishment of the mete­ 
orolog ical station at the Italian settle­ 
ment in 19 13 and took g reat pains to 
insure the accurate functioning of the 
instruments after approved methods. 
Thoug h summer out-of-doors recre­ 
ation is tempting , the need for vaca­ 
tions is apparently g reater in winter 
than in summer. 
Scientific investig a­ 
tion has discovered that it is a g reat 
mistake to speed up at the end of 
J anuary while in May nature lends 
her aid and 
human energ y is in­ 
creased. 
We are still more energ etic 
in October. 
Nervous America mig ht well chang e 
her habit and relax in winter vaca­ 
tions when tlie need for slowing up is 
g reatest.

Nex t to the church, the inns and 
smithies are usually the oldest build­ 
ing s in the v illag es which hav e not 
been eng ulfed by Industries. 
Before 
the day s of railway s and motors the 
smithy was the center to which ev ­ 
ery one had to g o both in peace and 
in war. 
Inn sig ns are particularly useful in 
tracing the history of v illag es, as they 
often show the sea ls or insig nia of 
lords under whose protection the v il­ 
lag e thriv ed in past ag es, and fre­ 
quently indicate the past character 
of the neig hborhood.

space for a seaport. But a thin ribbon 
of coral sand is drawn across the har­ 
bor mouth. 
It Is this strip of sand 
that strang led the life of Ophir. There 
is g reat wealth in Ophir still. 
“ Palestine now is the Palestine of 
King Saul. 
It lies in our power to 
dev elop the land to the prosperity of 
Solomon. 
There are g old mines and 
precious stones in the g round, a v er­ 
itable Transv aal there."

J" V H E story of the rise of the erst- 
while humble prune to one of 
today’s cho cest fruits has for its 
clim ax that turning point in its career 
when it was first grow n in the U nited 
States. 
U ntil as rec.inly as 1890 al­ 
m ost the entire supply of prim es was 
im ported from Europe. 
Today, we 
not only supply our own prune needs 
but those of Europe as well. 
Today, when prunes are served as 
a delicacy, as well as a staple, and 
are a recognized health food, they can 
b ; bought in a variety of 
form s. 
Canned 
prunes 
are 
now 
available 
packed in juice or dr; -packed, and 
there are also prunes in cardboard 
packages. 
Tile canned produc 
range 
from 
small “individual” siz? cin s holding 
ciolit or rune prunes up t 
the gallon 
size. 
The cans of dry 
packed 
prunes 
come in three sizes: 
one pound, one 
pound twelve < onces, an d five pounds. 
These are not stewed prunes, but as 
the nam e imp!ical, dried prunes p; T ed 
’n tins to retain the flavor. Slow, dry 
cooking under a special vacuum pro­ 


cess makes ti. rn moist and tender. 
Prunes cann d in juice are perhaps 
the most deiici ms th at can be ob­ 
tained. 
They, t o, are selected fruit, 
cooked to a degree which has made 
them tender but yet firm, and the 
rich juice adds greatly to their flavor. 
T he A m erican prune, raised in Cali­ 
fon ii and the Pacific states, is a 
direct 
descendant 
of 
the 
famous 
French 
“prune 
d’agen” 
which 
a 
Frenchm an planted in his fruit g a r­ 
den in the Santa C lara valley in 1856. 
The Santa C lara valley rem ains the 
greatest prune-producing district and 
the “prune d’ageu” is still suprem e— 
famous for its arom atic flavor, high 
sugar content, dense texture and small 
stone. 
T he nutritive value o f' prunes is 
well known. 
F o r generations people 
have eaten prunes for their health­ 
ful 
properties, 
even 
before 
the 
ch deer prunes were obtainable. 
They 
contain 
a 
large 
content 
of 
easily 
digested sugar which supplies bodily 
energy very quickly. 
The roughage 
furnished by the skins and the ta rt 
juices act as a laxative. 
Prune and Cottage Cheese Salad 


is made by stoning contents c t a can 
of dry-packed prunes. 
Cut them in 
halves; 
season 
cottage 
cheese 
and 
ft cm in fiat cakes. 
Place four halves 
of prunes on each and serve on lettuce 
leaves w ith French dressing. 
W ith cold meats, Spiced Prunes 
are an appetizing addition. 
Bring one- 
half cup each of sugar and vinegar 
and (ne teaspoon each of cinnamon 
and cloves to the boiling point. Add a 
medium can of dry-packed prunes and 
boil gently for fifteen minutes.

E S S E R T S are not a burden if 


I they are prepared well in ad­ 
vance.

apple. 
A t dinner-tim e add the pine­ 
apple, put into sherbet glasses and 
top with whipped cream. 
Chestnuts, served so often and v ar­ 
iously on the “c o n tin e n t are rather 
neglected in America, though they are 
delicious either 
in the stuffing of 
fow l or in desserts, and may be pur­ 
chased in any sizable city at reason­ 
able prices. 
This chestnut purine is 
extrem ely good and is unusual enough 
to have for a special company dessert. 
^ oil tw o pounds of chestnuts, peel, 


masn, add sugar, vanilla, and enough 
evaporated milk to bind the m ixture 
together. 
P u t on individual plates in 
m ounds; garnish with whipped t«*eam 
slices of canned pear, and lady fin­ 
gers. 
Any kind of fruit sponge proves 
a popular dessert, the following, made 
with cherries, particularly so. 
H eat 
a can of cherries and strain off the 
juice. 
Soak one tablespoon gelatine 
in a little w ater and add to the hot 
juice. 
Chill. 
W hen it begins to 
harden, beat it and add the whites 
of tw o or three well-beaten eggs. 
P our into a mold with alternate lay­ 
ers of cherries. 
Chill. 
T urn out and 
garnish with whipped cream to which 
sugar and vanilla have been added. 
Cocoanut blanc m ange is nice made 
in indrvidual portions. 
S tir three 
tablespoons cornstarch in a little milk 
and cook in tw o cups of milk. 
Add 
one-half cup of sugar and three beat­ 
en eggs, then a cup of canned cocoa­ 
nut, a pinch of salt and a tablespoon 
of vanilla. 
P our into cups, cool, and 
set in the refrigerator. 
Use the re­ 
m ainder of the cocoanut as a garnish, 
along with little mounds of raspberry 
or apple jelly. 
The canned cocoanut 
h so m oist and fresh that it is de­ 
licious in this blanc mange. 
A very simple cold dessert that may 
be m ade before it is required, is black­ 
berry mash. 
B ring n can o f black­ 
berries to a boil and sift in one-half 
cup sugar and one-quarter cup flour, 
stirring all the time. 
Pour into a 
mould, chill and serve with cream. 


Any of the canned sm all fruits may 
be used thus. 
H o t puddings are better u?ed when 
the first part of the meal is very light 
o r takes little w ork to prepare. Peach 
cake tastes good cold, but it is am­ 
brosia itself when hot. 
M ake it by 
adding extra butter and sugar to any 
ood muffin batter. 
Spread on a shal­ 
low grea ed pan, and press into it 
thick slices of canned peaches, dusted 
w ith powdered sugar and cinnamon. 
Sprinkle with ground nut meats and 
bake in a m oderate oven. 


This steame I blueberry pudding may 
be cooked in advance and reheated 
when required: Sift together one and 
ne-half cups flour, two teaspoons bak­ 
ing-powder, or.e-h^lf 
teasnoon 
salt, 
one-quarter cup sugar.

tablespoons melted butter, be ding it 
in thoroughly; then add two cups of 
canned blueberries frcm which the 
usee has been drained, and one-quarter 
cup milk.

ENGLAND’S STORY 
REVEALED IN INNS 


Faded Signs Tell Past of Many 
V illages. 


Birmingham, England.—English vil­ 
lages in agricultural sections are often 
more than 1,000 years old, and bits 
of their history are often written in 
quaint slgus which have survived for 
many centuries, 
Next to the church, the inns and 
smithies are usually the oldest build­ 
ings In the villages which have not 
been engulfed by industries. 
Before 
the days of railways and motors the 
smithy was the center to which ev­ 
eryone had to go both in peace and 
in war. 
Inn signs are particularly useful in 
tracing the history of villages, as they 
often show the seals or Insignia of 
lords under whose protection the vil­ 
lage thrived in past ages, and fre­ 
quently Indicate the past character 
of the neighborhood. 
But the purely fanciful signs are 
even 
more 
interesting than 
those 
which 
have 
historical 
background. 
One sign, which used td be very com­ 
mon on old English inns, was the 
“Five Alls.” The sign represeats the 
king, “who governs all” ; the bishop, 
“who prays for all” ; the lawyer, “who 
pleads for all” ; the soldier, “who 
fights for all” ; and the laborer, “who 
works for all.”

TO miles long by per­ 
haps 50 wide, lives a tribe or tribes 
of people who may be the link eon 
necttng the American Indians with 
the people of ancient Mongolia.

Only once a year the government cut­ 
ters or the Boxer of the United States 
bureau of education dare send a boat 
ashore. 
The landing parties always came 
back with tales of the most primitive 
peoples In Alaska. 
The natives are 
divergent from the mainland tribes 
and retain many of the ancient cus­ 
toms of the original native. 
If they came directly from Siberia 
or Mongolia there will be something 
on the island to connect them with 
the Asiatic land. 
Noted scientists, 
Henry B. Collier and T. Dale Stewart, 
both of Washington, D, C., are aboard 
the Boxer en route to Nunivak. They 
will try to discover how long man has 
Inhabited the island. To do this they 
Intend to dig deep into the old soil, 
turn out the sepulchers, and unearth 
utensils, weapons, and relics to add to 
museum collections. 
The scientists will make measure­ 
ments of the native physique, records 
of their language and observations of 
tribal customs and art. The Nunivak 
tribes have lived on the island for 
hundreds of years, with comparatively 
little contact with white man’s civili­ 
zation. 
It is expected they will pos­ 
sess furs, curios, ivory, and perhaps 
gold to barter for trade goods. 
With music and magic tricks the 
scientists hope to win their confidence 
and procure aid in the search from 
now until late September of ethnolog­ 
ical data. 
A study of the fauna and 
flora of the islaud will be made by the 
ccientists.

Prunes Now Packed in Many Ways 


^ J T H E story of the rise of the erst- 
^31 while humble prune to one of 
today’s cho cest fruits has for its 
climax that turning point in its career 
when it was first grown in the United 
States. 
Until as recently as 1890 al­ 
most the entire supply of prunes was 
imported from Europe. 
Today, we 
not only supply our own prune needs 
but those of Europe as well. 
Today, when prunes are served as 
a delicacy, as well as a staple, and 
are a recognized health food, they can 
br bought in a variety of forms. 
Canned 
prunes 
are 
now 
available 
packed in juice or dry-packed, and 
there are also prunes in cardboard 
packages. 
Tile canned product ranges from 
small “individual” size cans holding 
eight or nine prunes up to the gallon 
size. 
The caus of dry packed prunes 
come in three sizes: 
one pound, one 
pound twelve ounces, and five pounds. 
These are not stewed prunes, but as 
the name implies, dried prunes packed 
'n tins to retain the flavor. Slow, dry 
cooking under a special vacuum pro­

The roughage 
furnished by the skins and the tart 
juices act as a laxative. 
Prune and Cottage Cheese Salad 


is made by stoning contents ct a can 
of dry-packed prunes. 
Cut them in 
halves; season 
cottage 
cheese and 
fi rm in fiat cakes. 
Place four halves 
of prunes on each and serve on lettuce 
leaves with French dressing. 
With cold meats, Spiced Prunes 
are an appetizing addition. Bring one- 
half cup each of sugar and vinegar 
and enc teaspoon each of cinnamon 
and cloves to the boiling point. Add a 
medium can of dry-packed prunes and 
boil gently for fifteen minutes. 
Prune and Rice L oaf with Cheese 
Sauce will be found excellent. 
Boil 
half a cup of rice, drain and reserve 
the stock. 
Stone and chop one-pound 
can of dry-packtd prudes and add to 
rice with one cup of chopped nuts, 
one egg well beaten, one and one- 
halt teaspoons salt, and onc-eighth 
teaspoon pepper.

loaf pan and bake thirty minutes in 
moderate oven.

E S SE R T S are not a burden if 


I they are prepared well in ad­ 
vance. 
If they are nude early 
in the day or even the day before, 
the housewife may go out shopping. 
or may take tea with a friend, with­ 
out worrying about her dinner. 
Some desserts are much better for 
having been made the day before, for 
Instance this cr Ame brouille. 
It ii 
made by bringing to a boil two cup! 
of evaporated milk, taking it off the 
flame and stirring into it four eggs, 
three tablespoons sugar and a pinch 
of salt, all of which have been beaten 
thoroughly together. 
Place in double 
boiler and continue stirring five min­ 
utes. 
Pour into pudding dish to cool. 
Top with either 
brown 
sugar or 
drained canned fruit mixed with pow­ 
dered sugar. 
Arrangements for pineapple-marsh- 
mallow fruit cup must be made early 
in the morning. 
Cut into halves one 
pound of marshmallows and let soak 
all day in the juice of crushed pine­ 
apple. 
At dinner-time add the pine­ 
apple, put into sherbet glasses and 
top with whipped cream. 
Chestnuts, served so often and var­ 
iously on the “continent” are rather 
neglected in America, though they are 
delicious either in the stuffing of 
fowl or in desserts, and may be pur­ 
chased in any sizable city at reason­ 
able prices. 
This chestnut pur&e is 
extremely good and is unusual enough 
to have for a special company dessert. 
£ )il two pounds of chestnuts, peel, 


masn, add sugar, vanilla, and enough 
evaporated milk to bind the mixture 
together. 
Put on individual plates in 
mounds; garnish with whipped « a m 
slices of canned pear, and lady fin­ 
gers. 
Any kind of fruit sponge proves 
a popular dessert, the following, made 
with cherries, particularly so. 
Heat 
a can of cherries and strain off the 
juice. 
Soak erne tablespoon gelatine 
in a little water and add to the hot 
juice. 
Chill. 
W hen it begins to 
harden, beat it and add the whites 
of two or three well-beaten eggs. 
Pour into a mold with alternate lay­ 
ers of cherries. 
Chill. 
Turn out and 
garnish with whipped cream to which 
sugar and vanilla have been added. 
Cocoanut blanc mange is nice made 
in individual portions. 
Stir three 
tablespoons cornstarch in a little milk 
and cook in two cups of milk. 
Add 
one-half cup of sugar and three beat­ 
en eggs, then a cup of canned cocoa­ 
nut, a pinch of salt and a tablespo n 
of vanilla. 
P >ur into cups, cool, and 
set in the refrigerator. 
Use the re­ 
mainder of the cocoanut as a garnish, 
along with little mounds of raspberry 
or apple jelly. 
The canned cocoanut 
is so moist and fresh that it is de­ 
licious in this blanc mange. 
A very simple cold dessert that may 
be made before it is required, is black­ 
berry mash. 
Bring a can of black­ 
berries to a boil and sift in one-half 
cup sugar and one-quarter cup flour, 
stirring all the time. 
Pour into a 
mould, chill and serve with cream. 


Any of the canned small fruits may 
be used thus. 
H ot pudd.ngs are better used when 
the first part of the meal is very light 
or takes little work to prepare. Peach 
cake tastes good cold, but it is am­ 
brosia itself when hot. 
Make it by 
adding extra butter and sugar to any 
*ood muffin batter. 
Spread on a shal­ 
low grea ed pan, and press into it 
thick slices of canned peaches, dusted 
with powdered sugar and cinnamon. 
Sprinkle with ground nut meats and 
bake in a moderate oven. 


This steamed blueberry pudding may 
be cooked in advance and reheated 
when required: Sift together one and 
ne-half cups flour, two teaspoons bak­ 
ing-powder, one bpi f teasnoon 
salt, 
one-quarter cup sugar. 
Add three 
tablespoons melted butter, be sting it 
in thoroughly; then add two cups of 
earned blueberries fr< m which the 
uice has been drained, and one-quarter 
cup milk. 
Serve with this a foamy 
sauce mads by cooking together one 
cup brown sugar, two tablespoons 
water, and one tablespoon butter, then 
taking off t’ e flame and bea'ing into 
it a beaten egg. 


S’’op once a we k and keep the 
supply shelf stocked with ingredients 
needed for these desserts, rn that any 
one of them may be made at any time. 
There should always be some cans of 
mixed fruits for salads, white chtr- 
ri.s, sour r« d cherries, moist cocoanut, 
dry shredded cocoanut peaches, apri­ 
cots, blackberries and blueberries.

Primitive 
People on 
Nunivak 
May 
Be 
Connecting 
Link With 
Ancient Mongolians. 


Anchorage, Alaska.—Far out In Ber­ 
ing sea lies Nunivak island. * Od this 
bleak bit of land. 70 miles long by per­ 
haps GO wide, lives a tribe or tribes 
of people who may be the tink eon 
necting the American Indians with 
the people of ancient Mongolia. 
Washed on ail sides by treacherous 
shoals and beaten continually by roar­ 
ing, pitching surf, ships have always 
given Nunivak island a wide berth. 
Only once a year the government cut­ 
ters or the Boxer of the United States 
bureau of education dare send a boat 
ashore. 
The landing parties always came 
back with tales of the most primitive 
peoples in Alaska. 
The natives are 
divergent from the mainland tribes 
and retain many of the ancient cus­ 
toms of the original native. 
If they came directly from Siberia 
or Mongolia there will be something 
on the island to connect them with 
the Asiatic land. 
Noted scientists, 
Henry B. Collier and T. Dale Stewart, 
both of Washington, D, C., are aboard 
the Boxer en route to Nunivak. They 
will try to discover how long man has 
inhabited the island. To do this they 
intend to dig deep into the old soil, 
turn out the sepulchers, and unearth 
utensils, weapons, and relics to add to 
museum collections. 
The scientists will make measure­ 
ments of the native physique, records 
of their language and observations of 
tribal customs and a r t The Nunivak 
tribes have lived on the island for 
hundreds of years, with comparatively 
little contact with white man’s civili­ 
zation. 
It is expected they will pos­ 
sess furs, curios, ivory, and perhaps 
gold to barter for trade goods. 
With music and magic tricks the 
scientists hope to win their confidence 
and procure aid In the search from 
now until late September of ethnolog­ 
ical data. 
A study of the fauna and 
flora of the Island will be made by the 
scientists.

tuted the constant use of soap and 
water for the household, and for in­ 
fected clothing.. 
Great destruction is worked among 
germs, particularly the typhoid bacilli, 
by soap that contains coconut oil, 
while scientific investigations into the 
effect of hot,w ater and common soap 
on certain types of germs have demon­ 
strated its efficiency as a germicide.
